2 

3 A meeting of the Illinois Student Senate was held on Wednesday, February 01, 2012 at 

4 7:00PM Central Time in the Levis Faculty Center. 

5 Executive Officers Present: 

6 David Pileski, Jackson Garvey, Sam Barghi, Frank Niu 

7 Staff Present: 

8 Daniel O'Connor, Jenny Baldwin, Regina Cetrone, Victor Aguirre, Sandra Lopez 

9 Quorum Call 

10 At 7: 15PM, President Pileski called for quorum, quorum was met. 

1 1 Call to Order 

12 President Pileski called the meeting to order at 7: 16PM. 

13 Approval of Minutes 

14 It was moved and seconded to approve the minutes. The minutes were approved. 

15 Public Comment 

16 There were no members of the public that wished to speak. 

17 Member Comment 

1 8 Senator Larson moved to add Recognition of Chief Barbara O 'Connor, Director of 

19 Public Safety to Items for Information. The motion passed in a vote of 21-0-2. He also 

20 informed the body that Anthony Cobb has been named the new Champaign Chief of 

21 Police. Senator Maskeri asked for unanimous consent to strike item IA.20 12.02 

22 Organizational & Transition Meetings. The item was stricken. He also reminded 

23 members that although there is a long agenda this evening, there are several important 

24 items, including the Teaching Excellence Awards for which he encouraged the members' 

25 participation and attendance. Senator Harrison informed the body that the primary 

26 election will take place over spring break, and early voting begins on February 27. 

27 Officer Announcements 

28 Treasurer Niu gave a financial update on behalf of the Financial Affairs committee. VPI 

29 Garvey announced that the applications for campus committees will be live Monday. The 

30 Committee on Internal Affairs will meet tomorrow at 5pm. VPX Barghi congratulated the 

31 men's basketball team on their win over Michigan State last night. He announced new 

32 efforts to further Senate's outreach via social media. President Pileski encouraged 

33 Senators to use the website for committee information. He also wished to draw attention 

34 to Senate vacancies, and urged Senators to apply. President Pileski distributed petition 

35 forms for the upcoming referendum. 

36 Executive Orders 

37 There were no Executive Orders. 

38 Resolutions for Action 

39 IA. 2012.01 Authority to Fill Student Senator Vacancies was introduced by VPI Garvey. 

40 The resolution aligns policies for filling vacancies; the committee moved to adopt. 

41 Chariman Ash requested a 3-minute recess to draft an amendment to the resolution. 

42 Business resumed at 7:39PM. The amendment proposed that line 34 read "and as to 

43 graduate representatives with the advice and consent of the Committee on Graduate and 
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1 Pofessional Student Affairs." The amendment passed in a vote of 12-7-2. Debate 

2 continued on the entire resolution. Senator Maskeri moved the previous question. The 

3 motion passed. In a vote of 15-3-3 the resolution passed. 

4 IA. 2012.02 Re -Authorization of the Campus Student Election Commission was 

5 introduced by VPI Garvey; the committee moved adoption. In a vote of 19-0-1, the 

6 resolution passed. VPI Garvey also reported upon IA. 2012. 03 Student Code Revision - 

7 Student Organization Resource Fee Definition which was approved by Internal Affairs in 

8 a vote of 3-0-2. Senator Maskeri moved the previous question, which passed. The 

9 resolution passed in a vote of 20-0-2. President Pileski yielded the position of Presiding 

10 Officer to VPX Barghi. Treasurer Niu presented FA. 2012.04 Engineering Design Work 

1 1 for Hydration Stations, which was discharged from committee with no recommendation 

12 adopt, in a vote of 0-5-0. President Pileski spoke briefly on the resolution, which was 

13 followed by lengthy debate. A motion was made by Senator Huang to open a speakers' 

14 list. In a vote of 5-12-2, the motion failed. Senator Maskeri moved the previous question, 

15 in a vote of 18-2-0, question was called. The entire resolution came to a vote; it failed in a 

16 vote of 7-11-0. FA. 2012.05 EPOL Graduate Alliance Funding: Treasuer Niu reported 

17 that committee discharged the resolution with a recommendation to vote it down. After 

18 much debate, the previous question was moved. In a vote of 12-5-1, the resolution 

19 passed. 

20 Resolutions for Information 

21 Senator Maskeri introduced Transportation Fee Referendum supports a 2.5% per year 

22 increase in the Campus Transportation fee $0.46/0.48/0.49 per year increase to provide 

23 additional SafeRides services. The resolution was referred to Campus Affairs and CGA 

24 in an advisory capacity, along with GPAC. An Endorsement of the Referendum Question 

25 to Sustain the Educational Mission of the Illini Media Company stated that the Illinois 

26 Student Senate endorses the following referendum question to be posed to the student 

27 body: "Do you support an increase in student fees in the amount of $3.00 per semester for 

28 the Illinois Student Senate to administer a program for student organizations allowing 

29 bulk advertising in The Daily Illini and to sustain the operation and educational mission 

30 of Illini Media?" The resolution was referred to Campus Affairs and Academic Affairs in 

31 an advisory capacity, along with GPAC, and Internal Affairs. Recognition of Chief 

32 Barbara O 'Connor, Director of Public Safety officially recognizes the achievements of 

33 former Chief of Police O'Connor and wishes her the best of luck at the University of 

34 Connecticut. The resolution was referred to CGA and the subcommittee of Campus 

35 Safety in an advisory capacity. 

36 Executive Session 

37 Teaching Excellence Awards 

38 Senator Maskeri informed the body that the Committee of Academic Affairs voted to 

39 adopt in a vote of 7-0-0. He asked there be unanimous consent that the question marks in 

40 line 33 be replaced with the number 584. The following names were added to the 

41 resolution: Christina Barrera, Lawrence Angrave, Mark Leff, Ollie Watts Davis, and Ron 

42 Kovatch as recipients of the Teaching Excellence Awards. Senator Maskeri moved the 

43 previous question, the motion passed. In a vote of 14-0-1, the resolution passed.

18 Whereas, by unanimously adopting CA.201 1.08, the Student Senate endorsed the 

19 following recommendations outlined in the report "Student Opinion and 

20 Recommendations, Champaign-Urbana Mass Transit Districf on behalf of the Student 

21 Body:

23 1 . Maintain the established campus CUMTD bus routes at the current levels, with 

24 any changes being strongly publicized. 

25 2. Evaluate the possible costs associated with increased bus service on major 

26 campus routes during the winter months. 

27 3. Offer SafeRides service during Fall and Spring Break, at a reduced level. 

28 4. Evaluate the costs associated with a general expansion of the SafeRides program. 

29 5. Evaluate the possibility of additional bus routes during the evening hours which 

30 serve the Law School Building and lot E-14. 

31 6. Increase service to the Orchard Downs and Ashton Woods University Apartment 

32 Complexes. 

33 , and 
34 

35 Whereas, the administration and the CUMTD have worked to evaluate the feasibility of 

36 the recommendations endorsed by the Senate, and 
37 
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1 Whereas, the Campus Transportation Committee has vetted proposals from the CUMTD 

2 regarding increased service for campus, and 
3 

4 Whereas, the Campus Transportation Committee proposed an increase in the fee equal to 

5 a 2.5% increase per year due to inflation, as modest per year increases to provide for 

6 additional SafeRides service on peak ridership days (Thursday, Friday, Saturday), and the 

7 addition of SafeRides service over Fall, Winter, and Spring break, and 
8 

9 Whereas, after thorough review and discussion with students, the CUMTD, and campus 

10 administration, the Student Representative to the CUMTD highly recommends that the 

1 1 Illinois Student Senate endorse the proposed Transportation Fee rate increase for the next 

12 three years, and urges the Student Body to do the same; 
13 

14 Therefore, let it be resolved that upon recommendation of the Student Representative to 

15 the CUMTD Board of Trustees and the Campus Transportation Committee, the Illinois 

16 Student Senate, as the "Official Voice of the Student Body" does hereby support the 

17 following increase to the Campus Transportation Fee, and referendum language to be 

18 voted on during the Spring 2012 Student Elections: 
19 

20 "Do you support a yearly increase to the Campus Transportation Fee of $2/$4/$3 (for FY 

21 2013, '14 & '15, respectfully) to sustain campus bus service at current levels and increase 

22 SafeRides service for all students?" 
23 

24 , and 
25 

26 Let it further be resolved, that the Illinois Student Senate hereby orders a reduction in the 

27 signature requirements from 7% to 5% for the Campus Transportation Fee referendum, 

28 and 
29 

30 Let it finally be resolved that copies of this resolution be forwarded to the Office of the 

31 Chancellor of the University of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign, the Office of the Provost, 

32 the Office of the Vice Chancellor for Student Affairs, Associate Chancellor DeLorenzo,

19 Whereas, the chancellor has established a committee to review the current smoking 

20 policy on campus in light of the referendum results;

22 Therefore let it be resolved, the Illinois Student Senate, the official voice of the Student 

23 Body, shall work to clarify students' views on the referendum question, by establishing 

24 the "Ad Hoc Committee on Smoking Policy," and 
25 

26 Let it further be resolved, the goals for this ad hoc committee are: 

27 1 . To report on other universities' policies regarding smoking. 

28 2. To conduct a series of focus groups in order to further collect accurate student opinion 

29 on the issue 

30 3. To suggest the best smoking policy should work on campus with feasibility, logic, and 

3 1 legitimacy and,

33 Let it further be resolved, the ad hoc committee members shall have a chair person, eight 

34 voting members, and a secretary, and 
35 

36 Let it further be resolved, the ad hoc committee shall complete the final report before the 

37 end of the Spring 2012 semester, and 
38 

39 Let it further be resolved, the ad hoc committee shall discontinue after the final report is 

40 approved by the Illinois Student Senate, and 
41 

42 Let it finally be resolved, the copies of this resolution shall be forwarded to the 

43 Chancellor of the University of Illinois Urbana-Champaign, the Vice-Chancellor of

14 Whereas, the health and student safety of students is a high priority for the University 

15 Community, and 
16 

17 Whereas, students engage in many nightly activities that could possibly harm their health 

18 or attacked by another individual, and 
19 

20 Whereas, all of the students are part of the same community at the University of Illinois, 

21 and 
22 

23 Whereas, students should look after each other as part of a student community, and 
24 

25 Whereas, the University Police and Urbana Police follow a "Good Samaritan/ Medical 

26 Amnesty Policy" where they will forgive an individual under the influence of Drugs or 

27 Alcohol who calls for help, and 
28 

29 Whereas, other Universities have a similar "Good Samaritan/ Medical Amnesty Policy" 

30 Such as: The Ohio State University, University of Northern Iowa, Yale University, 

3 1 University of Connecticut, Aurora University, Harvard University, Texas Christian 

32 University, and many other Universities 1 , and 
33 

34 Whereas, Good Samaritan Polices have been proven effective at saving lives. A 2006 

35 study in the International Journal of Drug Policy found that emergency calls increased 

36 after Cornell University's Good Samaritan Policy was enacted in 2002, although alcohol 

37 abuse rates have remained relatively constant 2 , and 
38

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1 Whereas, Good Samaritan Polices are not a violation of federal law, The Drug-Free 

2 Schools and Communities Act explicitly states that "a disciplinary sanction may include 

3 the completion of an appropriate rehabilitation program ", and 
4 

5 Whereas, the primary intention of a Good Samaritan Policy is not to reward those who 

6 make the decision to call for help when a friend is in trouble, rather the policy enables 

7 and empowers students to make that decision when they would otherwise hesitate, and 

8 Whereas, Good Samaritan Policies are only effective if they guarantee amnesty in 

9 writing and widely publicized. If a school has the unwritten practice of excusing students 

10 from punitive consequences during emergency situations, but the students do not know 

1 1 about it, then it is like having no such policy at all; 
12 

13 Therefore, let it be resolved, that the Illinois Student Senate, as the Official Voice of the 

14 Student Body, hereby requests that the Student Code be amended to include a Good 

15 Samaritan/ Medical Amnesty Policy with the following language below: 
16 

17 Good Samaritan/ Medical Amnesty Policy 
18 

19 • The health and safety of students is a high priority for the University Community. 

20 Every student is responsible for the care and well-being of each other. Sometimes, 

21 Students may need immediate medical or professional assistance. However, a 

22 student may be reluctant to call for help because they are under the influence of 

23 alcohol and/ or drugs. Students seeking medical assistance need to Call 911. 

24 • Students who seek Medical assistance for themselves (Medical Amnesty) or 

25 another person (Good Samaritan) will not be subject to the University discipline 

26 process. If other infractions of university policy have occurred (ie destruction of 

27 property, fire safety violation, physical harm to another person, etc.), then the 

28 clause does not apply. 

29 • Policy Applies to: 

30 o A student is reluctant to call an ambulance when a friend becomes 

31 unconscious following excessive consumption of alcohol because the 

32 reporting student is under the age of 21 and was consuming alcohol. 

33 o A student is reluctant to report that he/she has been sexually assaulted 

34 because he/she had been consuming alcohol and is under the age of 21. 

35 • Only applies to disciplinary action under the Student Code and does not apply to 

36 any investigation taken by University Police, Champaign Police, or Urbana Police 

37 departments. Other violations of the Student Code related to the same incident 

38 may be referred for disciplinary review and sanction. A student involved in more

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1 than one incident that falls under the Good Samaritan Policy may be subject to 

2 disciplinary sanction. 

3 • If an organization has been found in violation of the Student Code then 

4 organization's willingness to seek medical assistance for a guest may be viewed 

5 as a mitigating factor if or when sanctions are issued 

6 • The University reserves the right to review each incident on a case by case basis. 

7 While no formal disciplinary sanction will be applied an appropriate educational 

8 response may be, which includes participation in an educational class, mandated 

9 counseling assessment, additional fee for ambulance service, and/or parental 

10 notification. Failure to complete the educational requirement will result in referral 

11 to the University discipline system. 
12 

13 Let it finally be resolved, that copies of this resolution be forwarded to the President of 

14 the University of Illinois, the Vice President & Chancellor of the University of Illinois at 

15 Urbana-Champaign, the chair of the Conference on Conduct Governance, the Director of 

16 the Division of Public Safety for the Urbana-Champaign Campus, the Urbana Police 

17 Chief, the Champaign Police Chief, Interfraternity Council, the Panhellenic Council, the 

18 Black Greek Council, the United Greek Council, and the Daily mini.

12 

13 Whereas, the means available for students, alumni, and fans of the University of Illinois 

14 at Urbana-Champaign to express their school pride, spirit, and passion is integral for the 

15 unity and camaraderie of all past, current, and future generations of Fighting Illini, and 
16 

17 Whereas, the most prominent and important means to achieving these goals is via our 

18 University's marching band, the Marching Illini, and 
19 

20 Whereas, "shortly after the University opened in 1868, a military band was organized. 

21 The military band became the Concert Band, and gave its first formal concert in 1890. 

22 The University of Illinois Bands of today are the top of a pyramid of university band 

23 organizations, both concert and marching, which regularly enroll more than 800 students 

24 each year 1 ," and 
25 

26 Whereas, "in the 1920's, John Philip Sousa called the Illinois Band the 'world's great 

27 college band 1 ," and 
28 

29 Whereas, "... the Marching Illini represents a combination of time-honored traditions 

30 and exciting innovations. . . [and] was awarded the prestigious Louis Sudler Intercollegiate 

31 Marching Band Trophy in 1983 in recognition of its many outstanding achievements ," 

32 and 
33 

34 Whereas, one of these great achievements is arguably the Three-In-One, which consists 

35 of three pieces: "Pride of the mini," "March of the mini," and "Hail to the Orange," and 
36 

37 Whereas, two of these three pieces, "Pride of the Illini" and "Hail to the Orange," were 

38 written in 1926 before the "Chief came into existence or ever danced to the Three-In- 

39 One 2 , and 
40 

41 Whereas, it is difficult to deny, however, that the Three-In-One remains synonymous 

42 with the "Chief after a nearly eighty year collaboration between both entities and nearly 

43 five years after the "Chief has been retired, and 
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l 

2 Whereas, in the same vein, it is also difficult to argue that regardless of which direction 

3 this University decides to go in regarding the Three-In-One, the University of Illinois at 

4 Urbana-Champaign will also inherently continue to be synonymous with the "Chief," as 

5 such a tradition is nearly impossible to disregard, and 
6 

7 Whereas, this can be evidenced even at the most basic level as the State of Illinois 

8 statutes state, "Consistent with a long-standing, proud tradition, the General Assembly 

9 hereby declares that Chief Illiniwek is, and may remain, the honored symbol of a great 
10 university, the University of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign 3 ," and 

11 

12 Whereas, as the "Chief controversy grew, the National Collegiate Athletic Association 

13 (NCAA) Executive Committee, in an effort to show commonality with individuals whom 

14 did not see the "Chief as a proper symbol, reviewed this matter and remarked, "the only 

15 dispute involves the so-called 'Chief Illiniwek tradition' that includes (1) the names 

16 'Chief Illiniwek' and the 'Chief,' (2) the Chief logo, and (3) the Chief Illiniwek 

17 performance, 4 and 
18 

19 Whereas, as the NCAA Executive Committee levied its verdict, it restated, "that this 

20 decision does not mandate that Illinois change its nickname, logo or imagery. Rather, the 

21 decision is limited to Illinois' ability to host NCAA championship events. Under present 

22 circumstances, the policy does not impact Illinois' participation in NCAA championship 

23 competition, 4 " and 
24 

25 Whereas, in light of the fact that there were absolutely no mandates for the University to 

26 change the status quo, concessions were made by University leadership to forgo the 

27 longstanding presence of "Chief Illiniwek" and its imagery for what they believed to be 

28 the greater good for every individual affiliated with Illinois, and 
29 

30 Whereas, according to former Chairman of the University of Illinois Board of Trustees, 

31 Lawrence C. Eppley, following the decision to no longer allow "Chief Illiniwek" to 

32 perform, '"The Chief Illiniwek tradition inspired and thrilled members of the University 

33 of Illinois community for 80 years... It was created, carried on, and enjoyed by people 

34 with great respect for tradition, and we appreciate their dedication and commitment. It 

35 will be important now to ensure the accurate recounting and safekeeping of the tradition 

36 as an integral part of the history of the University. We also have the responsibility to 

37 work together to capture and put to good use the goodwill created by the tradition and to 

38 maintain other great traditions like the Three-In-One for decades to come, 5 '" and 
39 

40 Whereas, former Assistant Director of Bands and immediate predecessor to the current 

41 Director of the Marching Illini, Barry Houser, Dr. Peter J. Griffin, official statement after the 

42 removal of the "Chief declared, "The Marching Illini and the Illinois Basketball Band take 

43 pride in our role of providing inspiration and entertainment to tens of thousands of people 
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1 each year at Illini sporting events. We take even greater pride in presenting the music of 

2 Illinois to the people of Illinois. In our continued effort to showcase and celebrate the musical 

3 history of the University, the athletic bands look forward to many more performances of The 

4 Pride of the Illini, Hail to the Orange, and March of the Illini. This medley is commonly 

5 known as the Three in One, 6 " and 
6 

7 Whereas, less than five years after these claims were made, recent attention has been 

8 called to the state of the Three-in-One as members of the administration begin to 

9 deliberate its fate 2 , and 
10 

1 1 Whereas, the possibility of conceding even more of our traditions and identity, an already 

12 gaping void daunting our University, when there has never been at any point a request 

13 from the NCAA or legal proceedings to do away with the Three-In-One is disappointing 

14 and highly unsettling, and 
15 

16 Whereas, if the precedent is established with the removal of the Three-In-One, it can 

17 logically open the possibility for changing and/or removing both of our Fight Songs, 

18 "Illinois Loyalty" and "Oskee Wow- Wow," cheers/chants during athletic events, as well 

19 as our University's nickname, "Fighting Illini," and 
20 

21 Whereas, while a recent report by the Daily Illini stated that Vice-Chancellor for Student 

22 Affairs Renee Romano had received roughly 70 emails from an online petition to 

23 eliminate the Three-In-One between mid-November 2010 to April 2011 , it is also worth 

24 nothing that from December 2011 to present, over 7,900 online petitions have been 

25 signed by individuals in support of retaining the Three-In-One , and 
26 

27 Whereas, this resolution is neither a statement for nor against the "Chief;" 
28 

29 Therefore, let it he resolved, that the Illinois Student Senate implores the fairly new 

30 administration to not forget the promises left by previous leaders of this campus, like 

31 Chairman Eppley and Dr. Griffin, to ultimately retain the Three-In-One and effectively 

32 preserve the prominence and role of the Marching Illini as the keepers of our most proud 

33 and visible traditions, and

41 student body, hereby urges the Office of the Chancellor to retain the tradition of the 

42 Three-In-One in order for it to continue to be an iconic, rousing, and important aspect of 

43 our heritage and stir the hearts of Illini fans for generations to come, and

25 Whereas, write-in candidates must respond to confirm their willingness to serve, if 

26 elected, via email to the CSEC, but they are not required to sign the Qualifying 

27 Statement, nor are they fully informed of their incumbent responsibilities, and

29 Whereas, during the 201 1 Student Elections, nineteen students were declared elected and 

30 sworn in as Student Senators of the 8 th Assembly via write-in ballots, and

32 Whereas, several deeply involved and passionate Senators have been elected as a result

35 Whereas, it hurts the system when students who are obviously not seeking election or 

36 interested in representing their constituents get sworn into office;

19 Meeting. Failure to do so will be considered as their unwillingness to serve and a vacancy 

20 in their voting unit will be certified by the Campus Student Election Commission. 

21 E. The Vice-President Internal will forward the names of any write-in senators -elect with 

22 48 hours to the Campus Student Election Commission within 48 hours of the Verification 

23 Meeting.] 

24 Section 2-3. The Organizational Meeting 

25 A. No later than the eleventh week of the spring semester, the chairman of the Campus 

26 Student Election Commission shall call and convene an Organizational Meeting of 

27 Student Senators-elect for the purpose of electing Officers. 

28 B. The chairman of the Campus Student Election Commission shall conduct the internal 

29 elections for Officers of the Illinois Student Senate. Elections for Officers shall be 

30 conducted in the order in which they are listed in the Constitution. 

31 C. The secretary of the Campus Student Election Commission shall collect and record the 

32 vote of each Student Senator. The secretary shall also take minutes, which shall be 

33 approved within seven (7) days of the adjournment of the Organizational Meeting by the 

34 Campus Student Election Commission. 

35 D. Candidates must receive a majority vote for election. If no candidate receives a 

36 majority vote in the first round of voting, the candidate who received the fewest votes 

37 shall be dropped, and the vote shall be repeated. This process shall be repeated until one 

38 candidate receives a majority vote. 

39 E. The voting record of each Student Senator shall be made available upon request. 

40 F. No business other than the election of Officers may be transacted during the 

41 Organizational Meeting. 

42 G. The Campus Student Election Commission may establish additional guidelines for the

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1 Section # [4]. The Transition Meeting 

2 A. During the thirteenth week of the spring semester, the current Session of the Illinois

6 introduced may be considered for action. 

7 C. After the conclusion of all outstanding business, the Presiding Officer shall swear in

10 E. The newly installed Assembly shall then vote on whether to confer the honorary title 

11 of "Senator Emeritus" on all non-returning Student Senators.

21 A. Each Student Senator shall take the following oath: "I solemnly swear that I will fulfill 

22 my duties as Student Senator at the University of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign to the 

23 best of my abilities while adhering to the high standards of ethics and leadership which 

24 the student body expects of those representing its collective interests." 

25 B. The Officers shall take the following oath: "I solemnly swear that I will fulfill my 

26 duties as [insert title] of the Illinois Student Senate at the University of Illinois at Urbana- 

27 Champaign to the best of my abilities while adhering to the high standards of ethics and 

28 leadership which the student body expects of those representing its collective interests." 

29 Section 6 [7]. Senator Orientation 

30 A. Senator Orientation shall be held by the outgoing Officers, Parliamentarian, and Chair 

31 of the Committee on Internal Affairs in conjunction with the Officers-elect after the 

32 Organizational Meeting, but before the Transition Meeting of a Session. 

33 B. Attendance at the Senator Orientation shall be mandatory for: 

34 1. All Student Senators-elect, including returning Student Senators; 

35 2. The Officers and Officers -elect; and 

36 3. The Parliamentarian.
